OCAA Accepts 
Redeemer College 
Competition 


Varsity athletics have taken an excit- 
ing turn at Redeemer College. The 
teams will no longer be competing 
against high schools except in occa- 
sional exhibition games. 

Redeemer College has been ac- 
cepted as an affiliate member into the 
Ontario Colleges Athletic Association 
(OCAA). “Affiliate member’ is a new 
category created for institutions such 
as Redeemer College. It provides the 
College with full rights within the 
OCAA. These include rights to partici- 
pate in all sports, to attend meetings 
of the general decision body and to 
receive athletic scholarships offered 
by the Association. However, Redeemer 
College will not be allowed to vote on 
membership applications or consti- 
tution issues and cannot sit on the

badminton, cross country and soccer 
im. Tier Il. 

Redeemer College in turn asked 
the OCAA to accept some of its stan- 
dards. Sponsorship of players, fund 
raising by lotteries and bingos, and 
Sunday games are events in which 
Redeemer College will not be involved. 

The acceptance of Redeemer 
College into the OCAA is an important 
step in the institution’s drive to 
improve its sports program.

Student Grants 
and Bursaries 


The cost of educating a student at 
Redeemer College (including room 
and board) is about the same as 
educating an undergraduate student 
at Canadian universities. However, 


whereas all Ontario universities re- 
ceive government grants to cover 
about 80% of their operating costs, 
Redeemer College is completely de- 
pendent on tuition to cover its opera- 
ting expenses, unless that amount is 
reduced by donations from our sup- 
port community. 

Redeemer College is faced with 
the need to award a large amount by 
way of bursaries and grant assistance 
to make it possible for the listed 
students to receive a Christian uni- 
versity-level education at Redeemer 
College during 1986-87. Asubstantial 
portion of the required funds has 
been committed to us already, but we 
need another $500,000 to make it 
possible for all the students on the 
attached list to receive the level of 
financial assistance they need, as 
determined by procedures similar to 
those used by all other Christian 
Colleges. 


We are in the process of organizing 
local community drives throughout 
the province, commencing in 5ep- 
tember. Assuming strong local sup- 
port and a favourable response when 
canvassers knock on doors, we should 
be able to achieve our target.
